Project Make Your Mark

National Merit Scholars 


In mid-November, WHS recognized three outstanding seniors who have earned recognition in the National Merit 
Scholarship Program. 





Based on their scores on the College Board's PSAT/NMSQT in their junior year, the students are recognized as 
Commended Scholars (top ~50,000 testers nationwide) or Semifinalists (top ~16,000 testers nationwide). A portion 
of Semifinalists go on to be named Finalists. Students may also earn scholarship funds. We asked our National 


Merit students to tells us a bit about their experience. 





What did you think about the PSATs? 


ate JD: The PSAT test was better than expected, but definitely still a challenge. 
si AH: To be perfectly honest, while | wouldn't say the PSAT was easy, | did not find it that hard, either. E 
MN: | totally dreaded the idea of taking them, but once the timer was going and | got in the groove, it i 
was fine. 


How did you prepare for the test? Did you study or sleep or eat differently? 
JD: | took some practice SATs in preparation for the test. A good night's sleep and delicious breakfast 
were also essential.

MN: | would not recommend doing this, but | didn't do any preparation besides taking one practice test 
a couple days before the exam. | also took it both sophomore and junior year, so that helped. 






























Many students had difficulty scheduling the SAT because of the pandemic. Did you take it? 
JD: Yes, | did. 
AH: | never had the opportunity to take the SATs, though not for lack of trying - | was scheduled for it 5 
different times. 
MN: No, my SAT was cancelled 4 times. 


How did the pandemic affect your college application process? 
JD: The pandemic made the college application process more challenging because there were more 
uncertainties. 
AH: The pandemic affected my applications for the better and worse - on one hand, | was unable to 
take SATs, which | had hoped would bolster my applications, but on the other hand, I've generally been 
doing better at school while remote, so my improved grades made my application look better. 
MN: Honestly, because the pandemic shut down my sports and work, | think it may have actually 
helped the college application process because it gave me time | wouldn't have otherwise had to work 
on my application. 





What did you think when you found out you were a commended scholar? 
JD: | was happy that | was a commended scholar. | also felt that | needed to put in more effort and 
improve my skills for a better SAT score. 
AH: | was quite surprised; while | felt pretty confident about the PSAT walking out of it, | certainly didn't 
expect to have done as well as | did! And | forgot to tell my parents; they found out from a high school 
tweet.

This year, clubs and activities had to run virtually, which meant many weren't able to meet. However, there were 
some that tried to keep up with regular activities, including Academic Decathlon. We asked students to tell us about 
it. Here's what they had to say! 


For those that don't know about Academic Decathlon, what do you guys do? 
Everyone competes in seven categories: science, social science, math, literature, economics, music, 
and art. Non-alternates also compete in the essay, interview, and speech categories. Participants 
are split into one of three sections based on their grades so a C student doesn’t directly compete 
against an A student. Medals are awarded to those who place in each category and also overall. 
Only in the first competition can non-alternates place. Every year we have a different theme which 
the first 7 categories get built around. 


What got you interested in Academic Decathlon? Why did you join?

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For those that don't know about Model UN, what do you guys do? 
In Model UN, students become delegates, each representing a country in the United Nations. We 
also do conferences modeling other deliberative bodies, including the US Senate, the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives, or even the Wilmington School committee. We debate 
historical issues and issues that are relevant to us today. 

What got you interested in Model UN? Why did you join?

Here's what they had to say! 


For those that don't know about Soundscape, what do you guys do? 
HP: Soundscape is a co-ed, mixed acapella group that performs at different town and local events 
such as pep rallies, award ceremonies, March-a-pella, Wilmington Festival of Trees and the Tree 
Lighting, etc. 

What got you interested in Soundscape? Why did you join? 
HP: | have always been involved in musical theater and our Lamplighters Drama Guild since middle 
school and all throughout high school. | decided to audition for Soundscape my sophomore year to 
sing more and be apart of a cohesive group. The group has become like a second family to me where 
we can just have fun singing songs we love together.
